and the health board urges parents 
to use more diligence in keeping their 
children at home. 
Under the provis­ 
ions of the closing notice, children 
•under {hat age are not 
permitted 
to go 
ujmui 
the street unless a c ­ 
companied by their parents. 
The 
board of health declared that 
the 
length of time for which the quaran­ 
tine will he maintained depends upon 
the parent", for if they obey the not­ 
ice carefully the epidemic can In* 
stamped out within a short time. 
Fortunatelv 
none 
of 
the 
cases 
which have been reported arc re­ 
garded as serious, and with a few ex­ 
ceptions the eases are light. 
The 
members of the health board say that 
this is one reason why every precau­ 
tion should be taken, for many per­ 
sons who are under quarantine are 
not confined to their beds, but if they I 
do not obey the quarantine closely 
other persons are apt to take the 
fever. 
The re(K>ri that the health board 
intended to quarantine 
the

is J 
without foundation, for the members 
of that board have never considered 
such action. 
The epidemic is not 
serious enough to take such steps, 
and unless many more cases arc re­ 
ported no further quarantine will be 
established. 
During the time that tlft* various 
publi<* places are closed the buildings 
will be thoroughly disinfected. 
An 
, inspector will be appointed to super­ 
vise the work and will remain on the 
premises until the work is completed. 
No chances will be taken because of 
a failure to properly fumigate the 
buildings.

year. The firemen look ii|K>n the win- 
¡ ter months with more or less anxiety, 
for at this time of the year the furn­ 
aces and heating plant" in residences 
are heated to their capacity, and al­ 
most every year there are several 
fires from this cause. 
In the case of 
factories, however, the firemen say 
that fires are apt to occur at any 
time as the furnaces are fired all the 
year around. 
The largest fire that has occurred 
in Seymour for many years w a s that 
of the Ahlbrand Carriage Company, 
in April 1919. 
The record of tin* 
fire chief shows that the cause of the 
fire i" unknown, although it was sup­ 
posed to have started in one of the I 
finishing departmeats. 
During January and February of 
1997. the first year that the depart­

located 
at tin* present 
quarters, there was only one fire, 
that of the Oreeniann Chair < V>. which 
occurred on February 27. 
The loss 
of that fire was estimated at $799. 
During the fir-a two months of the
